B EIRU T, Lebanon, IW» — The 
first of some 300.000 eligible vot­ 
ers in this tiny nation will cast 
ballots Sunday to decide w hether 
to keep the pro-W estern govern 
m ent in office or throw the coun­ 
try 's lot with Egypt 
It will be the first of four re ­ 
gional p arliam entary elections in 
this m ountainous, m ostly agricul­ 
tu ra l nation, which is sm aller than 
V erm ont. It is bounded hy Syria, 
Israel, and the M editerranean 


SUNDAY'S VOTING will tie in 
the B eirut and South Lebanon dis 
tricts. O ther polling is scheduled 
on the three succeeding Sundays 
in the Mount Lebanon, the B ekaa 
and the North Lebanon districts. 
The four elections, held sepa 
ra te ly for convenience in tabulat­ 
ing results, are considered pariic 
ularly significant in view of the 
turm oil the Middle E a st is in.

The social security law recog 
nize* this and provides that men 
between 65 and 72, and women be­ 
tween 62 and 72, who do not earn 
m ore than 11.200 within a calendar 
year, may receive Iheir social se­ 
curity benefits for all 12 months 
of the year.

Williams said his suggestion was 
prompted by newest reports he

from 
Poatmaster 
General Arth'.ur E. Summerfield 
and Chief Inspector David Steph­ 
en» that use of the mails for 
medical quackery is at ah all­ 
time high. 


THE LOCAL POST office, Post­ 
m aster Williams explained, under 
instructions from the Postal In­ 
spection Service turns complaints 
of medical fraud, as well as all 
other complaint» of other types 
of mail fraud — which are also 
welcomed — over lo postal in­ 
spectors for prompt investigation. 
So lar this year, postal inspect­ 
ors have prepared cases for con­ 
sideration 
by 
the 
Department» 
General Counsel which, conserva­ 
tively, represent an annual loss 
to the public of $50 million. 


UNDER 
FEDERAL 
statutes, 
postal Inspectors ere charged with 
investigating any fraudulent act­ 
ivity in which the U. S. Mails 
are used. 
The most prominent 
fraudulent activity c o n d u c t e d 
through the mails today is in the 
field of fake medical cures. 
"M r. Summerfield has reported 
the promoters and quacks are so 
persistent that a unit of inspect 
or specialists is 
maintained 
in 
Washington. D. C. to coordinate 
Investigations of theso rackets," 
Williams noted. 
In addition to handling public 
complaints by the thousands, the 
local postmaster noted, inspectors 
take material offered and submit 
them for extensive examination 
by medical and chemical experts 
The department has a working 
agreement under which it con­ 
tributes to the salary 
and 
ex 
penses of doctors and chemists 
employed by the Food end Drug 
Administration for this purpose 
They make tests and exam ina­ 
tion» to determine whetrter medi­ 
cal materials and devices offered 
through tho mails ara m isre p re ­ 
sented 
If the evidence indicates that 
formal action should he under 
taken, a complaint setting forth 
charges of fraudulent misrepre­ 
sentation is filed with the chief 
hearing examiner.
